Approval of the three-mill school 
levy by electors at the polls here 
next Tuesday will mean no Increase 
in taxes on real estate.

bituminous coal producer* today In 
an unprecedentel attempt to regu­ 
late the Industry. 
Under tho law the 
tax became 
effective today, although it will not 
he collectible until Jan. 2. Those 
of the 15,000 producers who com­ 
ply with "little NRA” code rules 
to be supervised by the national 
coal commission will receive 
re­ 
bates of 90 percent of the tax. 
Already opponents of the outtey 
coal ict, defeated in effort* to ob­ 
tain an immediate order restrain­ 
ing the government from assessing 
the levy, have 
undertaken legal 
moves designed to teat the law’s 
constitutionality 
in the supreme 
court. 
2.000 Agree to Codes 
The coal commission said today 
approximately 2.000 mine owners 
had agreed to abide by the codes. 
While this number is small, it said, 
these mines nevertheless produce 
nearly half of the country'* total 
annual soft coal tonnage. 
While a few of the large com­ 
panies, including the 
Pittsburgh 
Coal Co., announced they intended 
to withhold adherence to the codes, 
commission attorneys said the gov­ 
ernment, a large consumer, was 
prepared to atop all coal purchases 
(rom nonslgners. 
H. J. Hunt, acting general coun­ 
sel. expressed the 
opinion 
that 
railroads, holding mail contracts, 
and other holders of government 
contracts, also may have to buy 
code coal under proviaiona of the 
Guffey act 
Congress enacted the Guffey law 
at the 
insistence 
of 
President 
•Roosevelt and administration lead­ 
ers. It was pictured as a means of 
enabling producers to pay higher 
wages demanded by mine workers 
and avert labor strife. It provides 
for the 
election 
of 
price-fixing 
boards, creation of districi boards 
to draft the wage and hour codes 
and requires operators to recognise 
unions if the miners want them. 
Injunction Fails 
Counsel for James 
J. 
Carter, 
president of the Carter Coal Ck)., 
of West Virginia, failed to obtain 
from the District of Columbia su­ 
preme court a temporary injunc­ 
tion restraining

he did succeed in getting as In­ 
junction restraining Carter's com­ 
pany from accepting the code.

Finance Corp. 
The labor depart­ 
ment’s wholesale commodity index 
wa* then 70.8 percent of the 1926 
level. It is now 80.3. 
In August, 1933, before the Pres­ 
ident 
announced 
his 
monetary 
plans, the 1926 dollar would buy 
$1.44 cents work of wholesale com­ 
modities. 
Today, despite the de­ 
preciation moves and talk of infla­ 
tion, It will still buy $1.24 cents 
worth of goods. 
For the man on the street, that 
means that he can today get 24 
percent more good! at wholesale 
for bis money than be could in 
1926. 
The eame is substantially 
true of the retail purchasing pow­ 
er of the dollar, though not ex­ 
actly. 
Before the President started out 
on the 
monetary 
program, how- 
ever, the 1926 dollar would buy a1- 
molt a dollar and a half* worth 
of wholeeale commodities 
There have been no recent ad­ 
ministration statements to indicate 
whether the campaign to raise the 
price level will continue.

agricultural control can escape the conclu­ 
sion that It is infinitely more than a s' heme 
of farm relief. 
It is a philosophy of gov­ 
ernment being grafted on the nation with 
benefit payments to those who give it their 
support. 
The new deal come* to a climax 
In agricultural control. 


Half A Loaf 
Ethiopia, almost three times the size of 
Italy, would be a big bite for even that am­ 
bitious nation. 
There probably'la leas like­ 


lihood of Prem ier Mussolini trying to ob­ 
tain all of Ethiopia than has been Indicated 
by the seemingly unlimited scope of his 
ambition. 


The possibility of a 
‘half a loaf” settle­ 
ment is the current topic of discussion in 
Rome, Peris end London. 
Premier Musso­ 
lini Is believed 
to have 
stated, himself, 
terms on 
which 
Emperor 
Halle Selassie 
might continue to rule Ethiopia, with Italy 
in possession of certain coveted territories. 


This would seem the probable settlement 
of the struggle, when eventually a final 
settlement must be made. 
Italy 'annot ex­ 
pect to swallow at one gulp a whole terri­ 
tory populated with hostile natives. 
It can 
expect to get control of part of the terri­ 
tory. establish itself there and to enlarge 
Its sphere of control at some future time. 


To seize and I old all Ethiopia would he 
virtually Impossible aa a military project. 
It could he done aa a project in coloniza­ 
tion, after the British style, hut there is no 
evidence as yet that modern Italy ie inter­ 
ested In imitating British method* of col­ 
onisation in Africa. 
Premier Mussolini has 
chosen force. In preference to guile. 


It would not be a weakening concession 
to the limitations of force to take half a 
loaf now and the other half later. 
There­ 
fore, th# possibility of a settlement giving 
Italy control over the territory it baa In­ 
vaded, with some additions, and leaving 
Emperor Halle Helassie to worry about the 
future is the most Important thing in sight 
at the moment. 
It would he the most logi­ 
cal settlement of the whole illogical epi­ 
sode.

| In the near future Ohio will demonstrate 
l»y its own decisions whether or not the 
idealism behind state liquor control is too 
Siigh to be brought down to earth and put 
fcnto effect. 
No one yet has found a per- 
•feet solution for the liquor problem, but 
-some Solutions, chiefly because they aim to 
’.do the right things, are better than others. 
State control aims, at least, to do the right 
•things, if politicians and profiteers are will- 
Jng to give it a chance. 


Uneven Contests 
Football, roughest of games, is constant­ 
ly forced to be on the defensive against 
the charge it 
is unressonshly dangerous. 
For years, rules of the 
game have been 
changed to Increase its safety, hut annually 
there Is at leant one period of trial, during 
which there is fervent discussion of the 
need for further Improvement. 


One of these periods of trial is in pro­ 
gress. 
Two Ohio players have been killed 
within a week. 
Eighteen deaths have been 
caused by football accidents since the be­ 
ginning of the season. 
Again, the game is 
being forced into a defensive position 
by 
criticism. 
Is football unreasonably danger­ 


ous, or Isn't it? 


Potentially, It is a dangerous sport. 
Ac­ 
tually, it is as dangerous as it is played. 
Everything 
possible 
has 
been 
done 
by 
means of rules to keep football safe. 
Ob­ 
viously, 
however, 
the 
safety 
of football 
cannot he determined by rules. There must 
be good Judgment to accompany the rules. 


For instance, there is no rule which says 
two football teams of unequal ability should 
not play against each other. 
There la no 
rule which says a boy should not he asked 
to play against an opponent much heavier, 
stronger and more skillful than he is. There 
is no rule which says a player should not 
take advantage of his own superiority over 
an opponent to handle him more roughly 
than necessary. 


There is one type of accident in football 
which is avoidable, therefore. 
No player 
should he injured merely because circum­ 
stances require him to be the victim of an 
uneven contest. Moreover, no player physic­ 
ally unfit to endure the rigors of competi­ 
tive football ever should be Injured; he 
shouldn't he permitted to play in the first 
place. 
When 
coaches, 
officials 
and all 
others responsible for the conduct of foot­ 
ball games become 
willing to refuse to 
tolerate contests in which one team has 
insurmountable auh anlages, there 
will be 
fewer injuries aud fewer deaths in foot­ 
ball. Perhaps the possibilities of rules have 
been exhausted. But good judgment scarce­ 
ly has been drawn upon yet in the cam­ 
paign to make football a safer game

remain in bed 
When the shoulder 
or elbow Joint is inflamed, crowd­ 
ed and narrow passages ahould be 
avoided to prevent any accidental 
blow to the inflamed part. 
Hear in mind that neglect of bur­ 


sitis may lead to permanent de­ 
formity of the joint, infection may 
occur, too, and in that event require 
operation.
